2.  If  the  City  is  currently  paying  a  contractor  who  is  not 
signatory  to  an  apprenticeship  agreement  $100,000  less  for  a 
specific  public  works  project  than  the  amount  estimated  as  the 
cost  for  the  same  job  if  performed  by  a  signatory  contractor; 
using  the  same  number  of  employees  (20);  and  if  wages  account 
for  50%  of  the  contractors'  costs  on  the  project,  how  much  less 
would  the  project  cost  the  employer  (and  presumably  the  City)  if 
the  non-signatory  contractor  became  signatory  to  an 
apprenticeship  agreement  and  therefore  subject  to  the 
above-described  industry  standards.
